ANSWER OF THE RIGHT 


Honourable the E a'x-L E of Nzw- 
CASTLE, his Excellency, &c. 


JT is20 new thing (though it was never 
ei] ſofrequent as now) for Incendiaries to 
L0G) accuſe Innocents as diſturbers of the 
Og Rl Publike tranquillity of the Country. So 
EZ ugly is the Face of Rebellion when it 
I; Sl comes unmasked, without ſome cloake 
vl 1 £ or Vizardover it,.thateven ſeditious 
_vy perſons-cannot fancy. it in themſelves. 
The charge. which the'Lord Fairefax 
gives againſt me, in this Declaration, is like that of a Roman a- 
gainſt his fellow Citizen, That &4e 4:4 not recerve his whole wea- 
0n in $0 Bis body; He was angry that his neighbourſhould defend 
himſelfe;and my Lord,thar t ſhould proteR His Mazeſties good 
Subjeſts from his violence . And though a generall accuſation 
might juſtly be {lcjghted as aflander,to which by the'Lawes of 
this land no man is bound to anſwer, to which ir is impoſſible 


For any man to makea direR anſwer (fince'ir is not inveſted

with the due circumſtances of time and place and perſons) nei- 
theris the Lord Fairefax able to bring one particular inſtance 
to. make good h erall calumniations , yet ſince itproceeds. 
from a perſon of his eminency, I have thought fir as well for 
the vindication of mine owne honour, as for confirmation of 
the minds of His Majeſties well affected ſubies in their loyal 
ty to repell his flandersin the preſſe, as I doubt not by Gods a- 
fiſtance to do his forces in the field. Yergive me leave to won- 
der who they are thar have fuch- an influence upon his Lord- 
ſhips underſtanding,asto draw him in fix lines to Publiſh to the 
| world fix groundlefſeaſpertions, againſt a perſon that hath not: 
deſerved ill of him withour the leaſt provocation. 

The firſt is, That contr ary to the Laws of the Land Lhave raiſed s 
great Army . I might anſwer, That the Lawes are indeed an 
excellent ſtandard and meaſure of Juſtice ſolong as they are 
common to all parties,but when they become like ſpiders webs 
to.intangle ſome,and letthrough others, when fome men muſt 
obſerve Law,and orhers will be free tromall Law,it is the grea- 
reſt partiality and the falſeſt meaſure inthe world, And as our 
Saviour faid to the Phariſees, If I by Beclzebub caſt out Devils, 
| by whom do your Chilgren caſt them out? They ſhall be your 

Judges- Soſay I, If I be a Delinquent againſt rhe Lawes,for 
raiſing defenſive Armsby vertue of His Majeſties Commiſſion 
(with whomalone the power ofthe cMi/ria is intruſted both 
by God and Man) what is the Lord Fairefex and his-parteners. 
for railing offenſive rebellious Arms againſt their fellow Sub- 
je&s, withour,nay,againſt His Majeſties authority. Bur he hath 
appealed to the Lawes,to the Lawes let him goe*Let him.ſhew 
bur any one particle of known Law,Statute or Common, which 
I have violated,and I ſhall lay downe Armes as cheerctully as L 
rooke them up. But it this be impoſſible (as without doubt ir 
is) thet ceaſc at lengthto tell us of Lawes in the clouds, or of 
Lawes written in the Sybills bookes, which ao. men ever read 
or

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or heard of but your ſelves, All true Engliſh men will diſdaing 
ro exchange their inheritance, the antient Lawes of this 
(under which they and their progenitors have already injoyed 
ſuch happy and Halcioniandaies, and hope ſtill for berter from 
His Majeſties greater expcricnce,and late Ads of Grace) cither 
for a Company of far-fetched deare-bought principles,drawen 
without Art or Judgement, by faRtious nnskilfull perſons,ourt of 
the Law of nature or of Nations,as a Lesbian rule to {erve their 
ambitious ends: Or for Arbitrary Government, which knowes 
no bounds, or limits but the will of head-ſtrong diſcontented 
perſons. Wirth whar face can theſe men namethe Lawes of the 
Land?when one of them hath lately told the world in print,that 
they are but the inventions of men: Yea moral precepts, fitter for 
Heathens then Chriſtians . Ina word, raiſe Armes by the Law, 
and for the Law,to prote@the Lawes and Religion eſtabliſhed; 
you to ſubvert them both, I raiſe Armes under His Majeſty,for 
His Majeſtic; you without him, againſt him,by vertue of your 
owne warrants: If it be not ſo,ſhew us but onerext,one Statute 
nay,bur one poore caſe or preſident for your Juſtification, Anc 
that you may ſee I am in earneſt, ] defire God to vouchſafe his 
bleſhing and aſſiſtance to-thar party which ſtands truly and cor- 
dially forthe defence of the knowne Lawes of this Realme,and 
rodeny ittoall others. 

The ſecond charge is, That mine .1rmy conſiſts of Papiſts and 
other Malignants , That [ have in mine Army ſome of the Ro- 
miſh Communien I doe not deny, yet but an handfullin com- 
pariſon of the whole Body of ir, I beleeve not above one of fif- 
ty,and I wiſhtheir Conſciences as well fatisfied as mine owne 
of the Trueth of our Profeſſion, Theſe I admitted for their 
Loyalty and Abilities,not for their Religion, as was moſt law- 
full for meto doe; a-courle warranted by the examples both of 
God and Man,and chalked outro me by themſelves: yea,it was 


angte higher inthem, ina Warre pretended againſt Papiſts,to

make ulc of Papifts in places of grear truſt and command; nay, 
doe they nor ſtill admic all ſorts of Secaries, Brownifts, Ana- 
| bapriſts, Familifts, &c? Thave demonſtrated the equity of this 
. courſe to the World, which they know not how to anſwer; the 
fidclity of rhe one ſhall rife up in judgement againſtthe Rebelli. 
, on of the other, and condemneit; Certainly in this particular 
Fervice they ſhew themſelves berter friends ro the Proteſtant 
Religion, then the others But they arenor ſatisfied ro robbe 
meof them, unleflerhey may ſweep away all the reſtunder the 
 ftakeand empty name of Maliznants; 1 doenot much blame 

them, their. intended worke would be more exfily atchieved. 
Butlerus inquire who in their DialeR are theſe Malignants, 
Are they who doc nor willingly part with -their Religion, 
Lawes, Liberties, Lively-hoods, leftrhem by their fathers u. 
pon Arbitrary Votes? So a Theife may Terme a Frue-mana 
Malignant, becauſe he doth refuſe to deliver his Purſeupon de- 
mand; Sothe Wolves in their Treaty of Accommadation wirh 
the Sheep, defired the Dogs to be delivered up to them as Ma. 
lignans. Thoſe have hitherto beene eftecmed Malignant hu- 
mours inthe Body Naturatl, which being ſtubborne, Rebelli- 
qus, Venemous, are with difficulty reducedto their right tem- 
per, either by firength of Nature,or skill in-Phyficke, not, thoſe 
which are not caſily.infeted or diſtemper'd . This -is new 
Learning, and requires a new Didtionary ro warrant it, Before 
they conciude them Malignant, they ſhould doe well to prove 


them to be Peccavte againſt any authentickrule : The Apoſtle ' 


ſaith, Where there is wo Law there is natranſgreſſion ; To accuſe 
Þoldly is not ſufficient to convince. If acommon Adverſary 
 didnorkeep themin a kind of Heredian Unity for atime, your 
Brownifts would ſoon condemne your ordinary diſciplinarians 
for Malignants, and your Anabaptiſts againe your Browniſts,

Thirdly, you.charge me 69 4ave invaded this County of my 
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An inſolent and preſumpruous Challenge, Can the Kings forces 
be ſaid to make an Invaſion in His owne Dominions? The ſe- 
cond blow may be (aid ro make the fray,but ir is che firſt chat 
makes the Invaſion, Say in good earneſt, did not your Forces 
firſt make Inrodes.into-the Biſhoprick of Parham under my 
charge, where they had no pretence of imployment? Did they 
not Rob and Plunder ſundry of His Majeſties Leige People at 
Dorntoy, in ſuch cruclhmaner, that the prime Officer of the 
Towne died of greite within three or foure Dayes? Did they 
not-give an aſſault upon Prerſ. bridge to their lofſe? And when 1 
come to chaſtiſe theſe Intruders, ' can it be called an [nvaſion? 
Neither did I then ſet foot into this County, but uponrthe car- 
neſt Sollicitation and Intreaty of the Prime Nobility and Gen» 
try of Torkeſbire,, ro-ſecure them from your violence and op- 
preſſion .. If Proteaion be Invaſion, then this is Invaſion, I 
could nouriſhlitcle hopes that theſe r« ſtleſle Spirits; who could 
not be bounded withintheir own calling,. would be conteined 
within the limits of a County: Or that they would ſpare me any 
longer, then untill they. had fully ſubdued rheir Neighbours 
and fellow Subjeds art home. Neither could I have beene ever 
able to have given an Accompt to-His Sacred Mijeſty for 
ſuch an unpardonable omiſſion , if being Armed by His good» 
nes with ſufficient power to repreſle ſuch tumultuous diforders, 
I ſhould tec before mine eyes His Loving and Loyall Subjects 
trainpled upon by His and their Enemies, im His Cauſe, and for 
His fake, and whileſt they ſeek to me for ſuccour, I ſhould be 
wanting in my Duty co-my dread Soveraigne; and my neceflary 
afiſtance rothem, Allthis while the Zinco/neſbire- Forces are 


quite forgotren, they were Brethren; no-Invaders;. 


The fourth charge ariſeth yet higher, For killing and deſtroy 
ine ſome numbers of the Religions Proteſtant Subjetts, Where did e- 
ver my Forces kill one.man who did not take up Armes againſt 
us, , 0x was a0t rcady to have. killed us- firſt it he: could? _— 
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| of guiltleſſe blood is more heavy then a Mountaine 
The ſtaine thereof not to be waſhed out with all the water in the 
Ocean, bur only by the tears of Repentance, and the bloud of 
Chriſt, 'This weight and guilt of bloud ſhall lic heavy upon the 
heads of thoſe men and of their ſeed after them, who have been 
the authors and famentors ef theſe horrid diſtrations, when 
Peace ſhatl be upon the head of our Soveraign, and vis ſeed, and his 
throne for ever. They that take the Sword (without a lawfull cal- 
ling ) ſhall periſh by the ſword, And He that ſheddeth Mans bloud 
(without aCommiſſion from the King of Heaven,whoonly hath 
originall Power over the lives of his creatures,and no multitude 
of men in the world colleRive or repreſentative whatſoever) by 
Man ſhall his bloud be ſhed. Theſupreme Magiſtrate is Gods 
Vicegerent, And Brareth not the ſword in vaine; but thoſe who 
preſume touſethe ſword and can deriveno Peawer from him, it 
vere meet for them to make their Accounts betimes with God, 
leaſt they die in the ſtate of Murtherers both of themſelves and 
others, both of ſoule and body . Ir is an cafie thing for an Ora- 
ror to caſt a miſt before the cies of Vulgar People, and make 
them a plauſible Diſcourſe of the Cauſe of God, the tree Religion, 
yi ſuppreſſing Superſtition and Idolatry,and ſetting np the Right Wor - 
ip of the Lord, They had hard hearts if they could not afford 
themſelves a good word. Burt admirting, not granting, all 
this ro be true ( which is moſt falſe ) will this plea yer 
ſerve "before the Judge of Heaven and Earth £ Nothing 
lefſe. Theſe very Men and their Predeceffors, have taught the 
contrary, have proteſted the contrary, have Printed the contra. 
ITY, Ante mots certamine, before theſe unhappy differences be- 
gan, whileſt mens cies were notfaſcinated with faRion and pre- 
judice, Then themſelves condemned this very Docrine which 
now they praQtice as TAHnichriftian and Anabaptiſticall, and 
their preſent praQice which they now defend, as ſedstiovs 
«ud ſinful, this would be truly laid to heart; And withall, _— 
£ 
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theLord Fairfax and his friends had beene men of theirwords} 
' or performed that agreement co which Honour and Juſtice did 
oblige them, all the bloud which hath beene ſpilled, or thalf be 
ſhed hereafterinthis Cauſe, had beene faved; And upontheir 
ſcore it will be caſt in the end, both by God and Man. Itwonld 
be known who they are whom emphatically (ifnor excluſively) 
he calls Proteſtants. Are they - the Succeſfors in DoErine of 
thoſe firſt Reformersin Germany, whom from a Proteſfasion 
made, they named Prozeffants? No, what theſe old Proteſtams 
allowed and praQiced as lawfnll and neceſſary, theſe new Pro- 
reſtants condemne as ſuperſtirious and Antichriſtian,This isbe= 
yond the power of Omnipotency to make bothrparts ofa con«. 
eradiRion to be true, Proteſtants whileft they continue che ſame 
to be no Proteſtants, and no Proteſtants to be Proteſtants, IF 
they do cordially love the taing as they do hugge the” name, 
why do we not all ſhake Hands and become Freinds? 

And fo from murthering their bodies he proceeds to ſterving 
their ſoules, that is,. by Baniſhing and impriſoning the Zealons Mie 
nifters. This is-my fifth charge. I envy no manszeal, bur with 
them Diſcretion proportionableto' their /[Devorion, To fari(- 
fie their charge home; firſt, de jure, whar may be done; Tr hatly' 
ever beenaccounted lawfvill to bind a phreneticke mans hands. 
Shall it be lawfull for theſe ſeditiqus Orators to bring railing ac- 
caſations into the Pulpits daily; againſt the Lords annoinred; 
ſuch as Michadll the Archangel dutſt not bring againſt the Df- 
vell, and yet-be free trom-queſtion? May they proſticute the 
Ordinance of . God; to the. rebellious defignes. of ambitious 
men, yerbe free from-queſtion? Could theſe Embaſſadours bf 
Peace keepe themſelves to that Theame, which was bequeathed 
tochem by rhe Prince of Peace,. they mighr long injoy their Be= 
nefices and Liberties; yea, with oe connivence to atttely 
tender. Conſcience.. But when a Man may frequent their Ser. 
mvns a whole yeatc, and hearenoching but incentives rwo'Wat, 
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fhedding theBloud af the ungodly, and adjoining with others. 
to make a great Sacrifice tothe Lord, may not a man juſtly ſay” 
torhers, E. Queene Elizabeth ſometimes to an Embaſſadour, 
Hei mibilvocem Packs expettavi, Cur Bells clamorem audio? Are 
nottheſethe ſame Men whoteach in their owne caſe,. That he / 
deſerves more rigorous puniſhment who ſhall infett the Soults of Men” 
with poyſaned Doitrine, then he that ſhall deſIroy their bodies with 

ojſon? Are nottheſe the Men, who upon the ſame grounds- 
| filenc'd or Impriſoned; or, to uſe theirowne Phrale, ba- 
niſhed from. their Churches ſomany of our Reverend, Lear 
ped, and Worthy Divines throughout the whole Kingdome,. 
to ſubiutroduce Hetcrodox, and contentious perſons in their 
Roomsr And may no Man ſay totheir Minions, not worthy to 
firarthe Feer of the other,, Domine,cur ite farir?” Sir, why doe 
you ſor Or ſhall we once againe bring in an exemption of 
Ehurch-met privately. arthe backedoore, which we have Pub- 
likely thruſt our atthe foredoores* Thus you ſee it might be 
done; evenupon your own grounds inpoint of right.. 

Now- for the-matrer of fat, it is as mucti miſtakerr as the 
Tight, I have recollefed my ſelfe, I have inquired of my Secre- 
wry, yet can Inorfind one Miniſter by me either baniſhed or 
impriſoned. Ft any Miniſter cicher before my comming or 
fince,beiag apprehenſiveof his own demerirs, or out of a guilty 
Conſcience, without other compulſton,did forſake hisChurch, 

and leave ir as the Oftridge doth her eggs inthe fand, withour 
care or proviſion, you cannot-caltthis Baniſhment.. Or it ar- * 
ny of your Miniſters have aſſumed'a pluralitie of profeſſions 
and added. the Sword to the Word,if my Officers thould mee- 
with him in ſuch agarbe, might they not inquire,ar hec tonice 
Filii tus fit;and take him in his ſecond:caparity?Or laſtly, if the-. 
Juſtices ofthis: County, wholive upon the place, and do beſt 
knowſcditions perſons, and the juſt fearcs and dangers of the: 
©guacy, have. thought fit co reftraine any” man from doing 
 hurr 


hurt, 'was Thound to give 2 prote&ion' or a ſyperſedeas» 
when you inſtance-in particular perſons, you-ſhall receive 
icular ſarisfaQtion, 

And ſo from the Body and Soule hee deſcends to the 
Eſtate, the laſt ſteppe of hisjaccuſation, in theſe words, Hud 
hbath-beſides. done infinite ſpoile and waft upon the good Subjetis,, 
plundering and taking away theirGoods and Cattle,in ſo much as in 
many” places there are neither Men nor-Cattle left to Till the + 
i Ground, 'Lord how theſe men are tonehed tothe quick, 
: when any man but themſelves dare offerto plunder 1 As if 
they deſired not only the free Trade, buteven the M 
ly of Plundering to themſelves, Iknow no ſuch -places in 
this County as he mentions;-if therebe any fuch, without 
doubtthey muſt neceds know the deſolation which them<- 
ſelves have made. Bur do they thinke with ſuch: clamours 
and outcries to deaf the cares of men, and drowne the ejula- 
tions of poore people, whom they have-harrowed? They 
Have ſpared no Ages neither the venerable Old Man, nor 
the innocent Child; No orders of Men, The long Robe as 
well 25 the ſhort hath felt their fury. No Sex, not Women, 
-n0 not women in -Childbed, whom common humanity 
ſhould proteR; No condition, neither Fathers nor Friends, 
They have ſpared no places, The Churches of Chliriſtians 
which the Heathens durſt not violate, are by them propha- 
ned. Their Ornaments have beene made either the ſuppl 
of theirneceflities, orthe ſubjeR of their {currilities; their 
Chalices, oft Communion Cups ( let them call them what 
they will ſo they would hold their fingers from them ) have 
'becomethe objeRs of their Sacriledge;the Badges and Mo- 
numents of antient Gentry in 'Windowes and Pedegrees 
have beene by them defaced; Old evidences, the Records 
of private Families, the Pledges of Poſlefſions, the bounda- 


Ties of Mcas Properties have _ by-chema Burned, wn 
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pi theSeakes trampled under their feete. Seclingy 

Woanſcatt have beene broken.in pieces, Walls Jemole. 
ſhed, a thing which a brave Roman ſpirit would ſcorne (t9 - 
wirannize over Walls and Houſes) And all this by a compa. 
ty of Mea crept now at laſt out of the bottame of. Pandora's 
Boxe. The poore Indians found out by experience that Gold 
wes.the Spaniards God, and the Country finds to their loſſe 
whatis the Refor.nation which- theſe men ſecke, At this 
very time, I an informed they are executing the illegall Or- 
der for the Tweatieth part of every Mans Eſtate in Craven, 
This would be a fufficieat anfwer for them, but not a ſuffici- 
eat plea for- me... 

Therefore inthe ſecond place I adde, that my caſe is clear: 
diflerent from theirs:there may be Treaſon againſt the King, 
there canbe none againſt: them... There may be Forfeitures. 
of Eſtates- tothe King, noneto them. The King may.raiſe 
Armes and leavy.a juft'Warre, whatſoever they do in that 
kind is void by the Lawof Nations;whatſoever they ſhall ac- 
quire in ſucha Courſe is not by Right, but a nicere Nullity. 
No-trat of time canweare away the anlawfulnefſe of the 
fy acquiſition, bur after av-hundred yeares poſſeſſion, they 
atc ſtillwale fdei poſſeſores,poſleile it with a bad Conſcience, 
and are bound to make reſticution, 

for matter of fat;when I came firſt into this Coun- 
ty I made publike Declaration agaioſt plunderingin Print, 
which Ihave fince endeavoured to oþſerve. Yet that ſome 
men of their party have ſuffered in their eſtates Ido readily 
that is,cither ſuch as have abſemted themſelves,or have 
refuſed to pda proportions of money. which were im- - 
poſed upon them byrhe County, But whatſoever hath been - 
done in that kind hath been done by the Gentry or the Come 


mittees by them named, with as much moderationas the pre- 
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3d thepnrt of their Miniſter, to execute what they reſot- 
ved, theta looked upon that Four ruſt which His Majeſtic 
ve done with che e

'The purport requires all Parties to 


c, and 
Command theta all upon their Allegeance to ſtay athotne, 
They may perhaps come thither without danger, but the di- 
ficuky will be to get ſafe backagaine, ſedrevorare gradum,his 
Labor hoc Opus e, and afterwards to avoyd certaine puniſh- 
ment fortheſe tumultuous and Rebeſtious meetings. It were 
a more conſcionable and diſcreet part of them,to repaire all 
45-0ne unanimous body to their Soveraign's Standard, and 
drive out thefe Incendiaries from among them, who have 
beenethe true authors of allthe preſling grievancesand mi- 
ſeries of this County, 

Withall, his Lordſhip talkes of driving me and mine Ar- 
my out of the Cownty;he knowes this cannot be done withour 
a meeting, If it be not a flouriſh, buta trac ſparke of undif- 
ſembled Gallantry , he may doe well to expreſſe himſelfe 
more particularly for time and place. .This is more confar- 
mable to rhe Examples of our Heroicke Anceſtors, who uſed 
not to ſpend their time in {ſcratching one another out of 
holes,. but in pitched Fields determined their doubts, This - 
would quickly ſet a Pcriod tothe ſufferings of the Peoplegun- 
lefſe he defire rather to prolong thoſe milerable diſtrations, 
which were begun with breach of Promiſe. It were pitry if 
his defires leade him this way,but he ſhould be fatisfhed: And 
let the God of Bartels detcrmine.the right of our Engliſh:
